| EVOLUTION DISCUSSED. 


THRE PRESBYTERIAN SYNODS IN 
SESSION. 


The Bouth Carolina Synod Meets in Chesterfield, 
Where Dr, Woodrow Meets His scverearice 
with en Abie argument—The South 
Georgia and Florida Synod. 


Curster,§.C., October 23 —The synod of 
South Carolina convened here yesterday. A 
permanent organization’ was soon effected. 
About one hundred and fifty preachers and 
laymen are in attendance. Yesterday and 
last{night the sessions were consumed in dis- 
charging routine work. The various com- 
mitices rendered reports, and many papers 
were properly disposed of, 

THE WOODROW QUESTION, 

The committee onthe Columbia theologi- 
cal seminery, to whom was referred a commu 
nication from Dr. Woodrow compjeining of 
the injustice done him by the directors, sub 
mitted a majority and a minority report. The 
former sustains the professor and the latter 
upholds the action of the board. 

The mesjority report, recommending that 
synod condemn the action of the board in its 
treatmentof Dr. Woodrow,came before the 
body for discussien, and elicited a prolonged 
debate. It reopens the evolution controversy 
which hesshaken the Presbyterian church so 
severely. This morning there was. an im- 
menere crowd present to hear 
the great debate. In response to an invita- 
tion that he address the synod on the question 
at issue, 

DR. WOODROW APPEARED 
upon the stage and delivered a most remarka- 
ble epeech in his own vindication and in con- 
demuation of the action ofthe board. It was, 
indeed, asplendid eflort, masterful and elo- 
quent. The audience at one point applauded 
the epeaker, but this demonstration was 
rebuked by the moderator, who admonished 
the assembly that applause could not be per- 
mitted. This checked an audience which 
would have frequently testiaed its admiration 
for the speaker, and shown its commendation 
cf his course. Though consuming only thirty 
minutes, Dr. Woodrow’s argument covered 
every point, and disposed of every question 
germain to the issue. He proved conclusively 
that he had been upjustly dealt with; that he 
bad suffered condemnation and punishment 
without ever being confronted by his accusers, 
or given a fairtrial, or offered an opportunity 
ef vindicating himself from the charge of 
beresy. Dr. Woodrow stated most emphatic-. 
ally that he had never declared his intention 
to continne to teach evolution in the semi- 
nary, exceptin an expository way. He de- 
nounced es falsethe statement that he had 
«ver asserted his purpose to maintain in his 
tesching the truth of the evolution hypothe- 
sis. Thie disclaimer produced no small sen- 
ration, and well it might, for it should be re- 
membered that it was upon this faise assump 
tion that the ection of the synod and the board 
of directors was based. Dr. Woodrow, in a 
noble peroration, feelicrgly declared that dur+ 
ing thetwenty-five years in which he has 
labored for the canse of Christianity he has 
never swerved a hair’s breadth from the 
straight line of duty, or taught anythiag not 
strictly in harmony with the 
Scriptures. But,” coucluded the doctor, “if 
I am guilty, try me, aud if 1 am guilty, con- 
victma lonly ask for a trial before the 
rightly constituted tribuna), and that justice 
shall be dome me.”” Dr. \, codrow’s address 
wes listened to with the closest attention 
throvghout, and produced a most favorable 
impression upon ail. 
THE OPPOSITION SPRAKS. 

Dr. Frierson, of Anderson, one of the anti- 
Weodrow most eggressive and able cham- 
pious, replied to Dr. Wocdrow in a long 
specch. He was followed by Mr. Morris, one 
oi the members of the committee that signed 
the n sjority report, in ashort and powerful 
srevment In favor of its adoption. Then 
came one of the big gunsof the opposition, the 
ercat egitator and fiery anti evolutionis', 
Dr. J. B. Mack. It ia held generally 
that Dr. Mack instigated the crusade against 
Dr. Woodrow, and is therefore responsible for 
ail the trouble inthe church. He came well 
equipped for another desperate attack on his 
victim, and he did not spare him. The au- 
dience gave him a respectful hearing, but he 
produced an exceedingly disagreable impress- 
ion. Dr. Mack spoke nearly two hours, 
Mr. Holmes then made a feasible argu- 
ment for the report. Here a motion was 
adopted limiting all speeches to five minutes. 
This was done to bring the debate within such 
limits that thesynod can finish its work by 
tomorrow night, otherwise this discussion 
might have gone on for several days. Af six

The 
meeting wae uproarous throughout, but was 
gentraily favorable to Churchill, 

Lord Randolph admitted that the conserva 
tives were responsible for General Gordon's 
mission to the Soudan, but he declared that 
they were not accountable for the general’s 
death. The speaker dwelt at longth on the 
went of unity displayed by the liberals, 
and then referred to the contempt 
shown by the liberal party for the 
question. of colonial option, adding 
that a similar policy had caused Engiand to 
lore her American colonies. Touching the 
present depression ih business, Lord Ran- 
dolph said sound foreign policy and an ece- 
nomical management of the country’s 
finances would go far toward reviving the 
trade of Great Britain. Referring to the Bar- 
mese troubles, he said war with Burmahk 
would probably result in the annexation of 
that country by the Indian government.

In the whole 
south, during the first nine months of the 
of the present year there bas been employed 
in new manufacturing enterprises an aggre- 
gate capital of $52,286,300, and the increase 
in railroad mileage during the past five 
years has been 11,000 miles. These figures 
makea very good showing, and even if 
there were no figures accessible it is within 
the knowledge of all who take an interestin 
the progress of the south that we are getting 
along as well as could be expected.

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THB DBMOCRATIC PARTY. 

The Staats Zeitung, the great German paper 
of New York city, remarks: ‘‘The break in 
the democratic party will come during Cleve- 
land’s administration, and the president’s 
forced confession of loyalty to his party can 
not deter it.”’ 

This isa very violent prediction, to say the 
least. It is true that the civil service reform 
law, interpreied as it is by a republican posse, 
bas not given entire eatisfaction to the demo- 
cratic party, nor to the country, but Mr.

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THE VIRGINIA CAMPAIGN. 

There probably never was a campaign in 
the countryin which the intelligenca and 
the respectability of acommunity were more 
solidly arrayed on one side, and the less rep- 
utable and less honest people on the other 
side, than they arein \irginia today. The 
canvass is exceedingly hot and bitter, and 
the line between the friends of good govern- 
ment and the friends of trickery and doma- 
goguery has been verystrictly drawn. Even 
politics are disregarded in some instances; 
for the best.white republicans in the state 
and thousends of colored voters will either 
yote for Gefieral Lee orelse stay away from 
the polisaltcgether. The republicans of the 
state are anxious to getrid of Mahone and 
to secure honest governmentin the state as 
ihe best men in the democratic party. Tais 
feeling is so general thatlarge changes in 
some of the closely-balanced counties of the 
state are anticipated. 

Mr. Wise has thrown off all disguise, and 
from every stump he talks republicanism of 
the rankest sort, and Genefals John Sherman 
and John A, Logan are going to Virginia to 
help him. Mr. Foraker is also expected. 
In other worasg, the old state is compelled to 
witness a repetition in aggravated form of the 
Ohiocanyass.

A WORD ABOUT BOOKS. 

Professor J)avid Swing recently deliverel a 
capital discourse on excessive novel read- 
iT £. 

The professor thinks that this is the age of 
novels. Oar young people read too much 
fiction. .Jn all public libraries the soiid 
books are seldom called for. There is so lit- 
tle demand.for them tbat in Chicago a youth 
succeeded in gradually abstracting 2 000 
books of science, history and philosophy, 
and made of them a library of hisown, with- 
out being detected until the very last mo 
ment. If he had carried off popular novels 
he would have been discovered in a shori 
time, 

This fondners for fiction will soon produce 
a gener@fion of citizens who have reada 
thousand novels each, but who have never 
read the ‘Sermon on the Mount,’’ nor the 
history of their couutry. The cheap pubii- 
cations of our time enable millions of novels 
to be thrown upon the market for almos' 
nothing. The haste and carelessness of the 
readers in skimming them over, begets simi- 
lar haste ard carelessness in writing them 
The consequence is a mass of trash. It wil! 
not do to read a novel merely because it is 
popular. ilo an age when people drink 
whisky and beer and consume tobasco to ex 
cets, the popularity of a book is no argument? 
in itsfavor. People with the appatitics and 
vices of thisegs naturally drift tolow and 
crude literature. Life is too short to read al! 
the popular books. Choose the narrow paths 
leading to the intellectual heights. 

But it does not follow that we should con- 
fine ourselves tothe Bible, the grest poets, 
philosophers, historians, scientists and tray- 
ejlers. A life without any novel reading 
would be intellectually and sentimentally 
defective, It enlarges our mental and mora! 
range and enriches our speech to read the 
works of the great novelists. One novel that 
is the type of a class is enouch. It is useless 
to read another book containing enbstan- 
tially the same plot, the same ideas, and difs 
fering only in the variation of the incidents 
and the dialogne. 

in conclusien, Professor Swing eays thet 
we stand face to face with new and grea! 
problems. Weshould read books that wil! 
awaken the mind and strergthen ite powers. 
“Let us read enovgh of romance to kesp up 


the colorings and warmth of youth througy 
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‘old age, but iet us read bis-

enctgh to keep us familiar with the paths of

NO BOOM IN SIGHT, ; 

It is generally thought that prices will rise, 
trade increase, needed works of construction 
be begun and carried on, and immigration 
surpass perhaps former figures, but that no 
‘‘boom’’ will take place.

A feverish era of speculation, over- 
production, overtrading, and wild railroad 
construction, such as the country witnessed 
between 1579 and 1881, is certainly the last 
thing to be desired: for itinvolves reaction, 
and reaction means ruin forsome and stagna- 
tion for a)l. 

There is really nothing in the situation to 
invitea boom. There will bs no expansion 
of the currency, a3 was the case when re- 
sumption of specie payments made the gald 
in the country a part of its circulating medi- 
um. Onthe other hand, a large and infla- 
ential party say the coinage of standard dol- 
lars must be stopped. The smount of bank 
notes will probably be reduced om account of 
the towerirs preminm of the classes of gov- 
ernment bonds that cannot becalledin. The 
greenback circulation cannot be increased in 
these days of peace. 

Nor does the crop situation call fora boom 
The wheat crop is very ehort; the markets ot 
Europe do not look with fayor upon our 
meats, and some countries reject our hog 
products altogether; the cotton crop is not 
immense. 

We baye, however, money enough and 
crops enough to form a basis for more astivi- 
ty in trade and in manufactures, and more 
confidence in capitalists. More rallroads will 
be built, and more real estate bought and sold 
orimproved. In other words the situatioa 
admits and almost demands a gradual ex. 
pansion of credit, trade and confidence, bat 
fortunately forbids a beom ‘

A QUESTION THAT WORRIES THE 
ATLANTA LAWYERS. 


Can Prohibition Towns aud igh Licanee Distric:s 
Vote with Atlantain tie Approachiug Loval 
Option Election?—A Knotty Nut forthe 
Courts to Crack--Lawyer’s Views. 


There is big excitement in town over the 
ninth section ot the loca! option bill. 

The occasion of this is the possibi lity under 
the lawthatthe country districts may not 
have 2 right to vote in the approaching elec- 
tion and that Atlenta will alone have the 
right to pass on the matier. 

The situation is this: 

West End hes prohibition by a special enact- 
ment in her charter. 

East Point bas prohibition by a vote of the 
people. 

A country church in one of the districta has 
probibition by a special law for that neighbor- 
hocd, | 

All the districts of the county have prohibi- 
tion by the action of the county commission- 


ers, who have put on a prohibitory license fee 
of $2,500— just five time the city license. 

Thus it will be seen that practical prohibi- 
tion already prevails everywhere in the coun- 
ty, except in the city of Atlenta 

In the face of that comes the ninth section 
of the local option bill, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

Section 9, Be it further enacted, Tnat no elec- 
tions ehall be held under the provisions of this 
act, for any county. city, town, orany other place 
in this state, where by law the sale of spirituous 
liquors is already probibi.ed, either by high 
license, local option, or other /egislation, so loa 
2s these local laws remain of force; provided, that 
no election shal! be held under the provisions of 
this ect act. where an e:ection has been held un. 
cer eny local act. until two years shall have ex 
pired 10m the date of said election under said 
loca! act, where the result was ‘‘for the sale.”’ 

In the midst of the doubt that arisas over 
thet matter, the following questions naturally 
arise: 

1. Can a militia district in which the sale oi 
liqvor is prohibited yote in a county contest over 
the question? Ifo, are they bound by the resulf 
of the election? 

2. What is the meaning of the word ‘'for’ 
section 0? 

3. Is hogh licetse in the districts by the county 
commissioness in pursuance of ‘‘legisiation?’’ 

The temperauce people say that this section 
will urquestionasly cause the Fulton couaty 
election to be carried to the supreme court 1: 
the election goes against whirky. 

It is believed by mauy peopie that the con 
test in the cily will be very close and that the 
eountry precincts will hold the balance of 
power. if, for instance,the West End vote 
would change the result, the question of 
throwirg itout or counting it, becomes one ot 
red hot interest. So, with Exst Voint and the 
other country precincts. The general im 
pression is that the country will vote 
for prohibition, but thet is denied by mea who 
profess to knowand who say that the country 
people eey they have all they want for them 
relves and do not desire Atlanta to go dry: 
Every day the interest in the country pre 
cixcts is increasing. Theact provides for elre 
tions by counties enly, and then goes on to say 
that elections shall not occurfor any city, 
town or other plece where prohibition 
now prevails. That occurred in this way: 
The bill, aa originally drawn, provided that 
elections could be held by counties, districts, 
to#ns and church neighborhoods and it seems 
that when the bill was amended so as to 
strike out everything but counties, the ninth 
section was Lot made to consorm to the other 
sections 

Mr. W. A. HWaygood, who ‘a a friend of pro- 
hibition, said i juestion : 

“Webave investigated the matter and if 
eeems to be in doubt. We will ask the coun- 
try precincte to vote on the prohibitioa ques- 
tien, however, and ifthe country precincts or 
ery of them ere thrown out we'll try to nold 
our hand with what fis left.” 

Tur ConsTiteTion reporters were detailed to 
cali on the leading lawyers of the city yester- 
day, 2nd get their opinions on the subject, 
end what was gathered is presented below: 

CAPTAIN W. D. ELLIS, 
one of the repreeentatives of Fulton county 
in the legislsture, said: 

‘‘In the absence of the wholezect on this 
subject, which I have not bofore me, it is dithi 
cult to give an intelligentopinion on the’ch 
section substituted, but ironh that section, c >a- 
sidered alone, thisappears to me to be true:

Hulsey—it strikes me that 
the voters of a militia district in which the 
pale of liquor is already prohibited by special 
act, bigh license or other legislation would 
not be qualified to vote in a county election, 
unless two years had expired since the elec- 
tion bad been held thai prehibited the 
sale of liquor in the district, 
and the  vyoters of the district 
joined in the petition foran election to be 
beid to decide the question in the county. 
Tbis opinion, however, is off-hand, and I 
would rather that you did not print anything 
from me until | had time to read the act and 
exemine more deeply into its provisions.” 

MR. HOKE SMITH 
said: “Il baven’t had time te exe:nine into the 
question, end can’texpress an opinion until I 
ao,”’ and he was away uta 2:10 grit. 

MR. A. C. KING, , 

Mr. A. C. King said—‘‘Il would rather sea 
the whole before giving an opinion upon the 
construction of any portion of it. Come in and 
see me ister when I have had time to ex- 
amine the provisions,’ and turning to his 
associate, Mr Spalding, he said, ‘Jack, buy 
a copy of the act ana we will dissect it at odd 
times when we hayn’t anything else to do.” 

MR. A B. CULBERSOY 
said: “I live in West End, and we people out 
there have settled the liquor question by a 
ey ¢cial act of the legislature. No matter what 
msy bethe result. it will not effect us. It is 
not our fight, and we intend to have nothing 
to do with it.” 
: J, H. LUMPKIN 

said: “The act is a most important one, and 
raises questicns of much interest and gravity. 
Take tor instance the ninth section of tae act, 
There are three positions whicd may be taken 
in respect-to its effect om a town or district 
which bas already a prohibition law. * Sup- 
pore a town or district in Fulton county al- 
ready bae an act of the legislature prohidiiing 
the sale of laguor within it, when an election 
takes place forthe county, it may be claimed 
either, first, that such a town or dis- 
trict has no part or interes; 
in the county election, and is not afiected by 
the result of the vote, but remained under its 
own special] law; and thatthe voters within 
iis limitseannot vote inthe county eleciiona. 
if this be the case, you will perceive that ia 
seme counties, though the cothty may vote 
tir probibition, there may remain a@ number 
oi small localities with the high license sys- 
tem. Again,if they are excluded entirely 
from the operation of the act, the temperance 
men cannct add their votes against the bars 
% hich msy fringe their outs- 
kirts, and the euti-prohibition men 
are prevented from expressing their 
w shes ot the polls at all. 

“2. In the second place,it may belcontended 
that, while the effeet of the county election 
would not alter the lecal law in sucha town 
or district, yet the voters thereof could cast 
their ballots. If this beso, you see theinhab 
itxnts of that. town or district would be voting 
on other peow@le’s rights without affecting their 
own. In that district or town there might be 
the balance of power which would cause the 
rest o} the county to gz for or egainat prohioi 
tion, altbougno these voters themselves would 
nit be affected by the result of their own 
yotee. 

“3. The 
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third position 
be asserted is that where election 
ordered for 2 county, all the 
towns and precincts in it are included, teke 
their end sbide the result. But this 
raises the further question, can the presen 
lecal acts of the legislature be altered by a 
vote in the county ? And further, if an election 
in acounfy includes all towns and districts 
within its territory, then what eftect is left to 
be given to the exceptions in the ninth section 
of the act? You see these eregrave and im» 
portant questions, and I should preter not to 
pes ff bard opinicen on them; but would 
rather teke time for a careful consideratioa 
before expressing any opinion.”
